Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues: 1 ) cited reference does not show a shift region list; 2) cited art does 
not show modifying a first version; and 3) the cited art does not show difference information between second version and the 
"modified" first version. These points are addressed by the cited portions of O'Neil (including: column 3, line 63 to column 4, line 
25; and column 21 , lines 25-40). O'Neil discloses use of existing portions of code to provide a new version. This both discloses 
the "shift list" and the "modified first version". O'Neil further discloses use of additional sequences, not from the existing version. 
This demonstrates the difference information. The broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim language does not negate this 
reading.
